Railroads 
Ask Freight 
Rate Increase 


WASHINGTON, ()—The Asso- 
ciation of American Railroads to- 
day asked a supplemental freight 
rate increase of approximately 
three per cent to offset rising 
costs. 

In a petition filed with the in- 
terstate commerce commission, 
the association said the increase 
would be in addition to requests 
now pending and would yield 
$164,700,000 annually. 

This figure was the associa- 
tion’s estimate of the increased 
operating costs resulting from 
the raise of 1514 cents hourly 
granted members of the conduc- 
tors and trainmen’s brotherhoods, 
plus tthe costs of similar increases 
given three other brotherhoods. 

The railroads are currently 
pressing an action before the 
ICC for a general 27 per cent 
permanent rate increase. Ten 
per cent of this was temporarily 
granted by the commission in 
early October in response to the 
carriers’ plea for quick ‘“emer- 
gency relief” to counter some of 
the wage adjustments which be- 
came effective on’ September 1.

THE NEW JEWISH STATE 

It is exactly 50 years ‘since the 
1 first. Zionist congress was held 
in Basle, Switzerland. The year 
before, in 1896, a Viennese Jew- 
ish lawyer, Theodor Herzl—-who 
had acquired repute as a liturary 
critic—-published «a book  cailed 
“The Jewish State.” 

In Hergl's time actions and_ re- 
actions had led to a wave ‘of anti- 
Semitism. The French revolu- 
tion, which was eesmopolitan in

its influence, ‘had ‘been followed ‘in 
1848 by ‘nationalist ‘revolutions 
‘and the radiations of these ‘had 
been unfavorable to the Jews. In 
1881 ‘there ‘had ‘been outbursts of 
anti-Semitism in many ‘parts of 
Europe, and these led ‘Herl ‘to*his 
thesis: ‘Hither the Jews must com- 
pletely assimilate by intermar- 
| riage, or ‘they must assure their 
preservation by national reuhion 
in a state of their own. 


With a few notable exceptions 
(Israel Zangwill and Max *Nor- 
|dau), he failed to convince the 
jleaders of Jewish thought. The 
majority of these, thoroughly 
Europeanized whatever they were, 
thought anti-Semitic waves to be 
transitory, not symptoms of any- 
thing more profound. But Zion- 
ism, from the beginning, ‘took ‘hold 
of the Jewish masses, especially 
those of eastern Europe where the 
Ghetto still prevailed. From
